Monroe Doctrine Recognized.

New York, Feb. 24 (By A. P..—Bodies 
have been found in the hulk of the 
burned British oil tanker, Black Sea, 
which is ‘beached on Red Hook flats in 
the harbor, off Brooklyn.

The starboard side of 
the craft was still red hot, as a result

PARIS AOKS PROVISIONAL 
AGCORD ON WAR DEBTS 


Requests Made of U. S. and 


of Britain, Poincare Tells 
Deputies. 


DUBOIS ATTACKS THE PLAN 


Paris, Feb. 24 (By A. P.).—France is 
asking the United States and Great 
Britain for provisional accord on the 
war debts, Premier Poincare told the 
chamber of deputies today. The ac- 
cords, he added, would not be submit- 
ted to parliament for ratification, the 
government alone being responsible. If 
provisional payments were not made, 
both the United States and Great 
Britain could demand the immediate 
payment of far larger sums, the pre- 
mier insisted. 

“It mu not be supposed in the 
United States that any delay in ratify- 
ing (the Washington debt agreement) 
means that we intend to repudiate it,” 
he added. 

M. Poincare was speaking in reply to 
a savage attack, launched by Louis 
Dubois, former president of the repa- 
rations commission, upon his policy of 
making provisional debt payments. M. 
Dubois said the French parliament 
could not accept such procedure, which 
constituted virtual acceptance of the 
agreements before a vote was taken on 
their ratification. 

The premier retorted that parlia- 
ment’s rights would be safeguarded and 
that the provisional arrangements in 
no wise implied acceptance of the 
agreements. When he formed his cab- 
inet last July, the premier said, it was 
admitted that one of the first essen- 
tials to stabilization was settlement of 
the foreign debts. 

“We thought, and still think,” he 
added, “that France is strong enough 
to lift herself out of her difficulties 
by her own force, but she must have 
time.” 

M. Dubois said he was satisfied with 
the premier’s reply, but M. Vincent’ 
Auriol, socialist leader, maneuvered to 
ke » the question open by introducing 
fr. resolution asking the government to 
submit the accord with London, the 
proposal to Washington and all docu- 
ments to the chamber. This will be 
voted on at a subsequent session. 


French Evacuation 
Of Sarre Proposed 


Geneva, Switzerland, Feb. 24 (By A 
P.).—Another measure calculated fur- 
ther to harmonize Franco-German rela- 
tions was announced today, with a 
recommendation by the Sarre Valley 
governing commission that the French 
force of occupation be evacuated from 
that territory and be replaced by an 
international railway defense corps. 
This action, it says, would relieve the 
German population of the humiliation 
of the presence of a French garrison. 

The recommendation is signed by 
George Washington Stephens, of Mon- 
treal, whose resignation from the presi- 
dency of the governing commission

SUPREME COURT DEGIoION 
DENIES WIDE KLAN GLAIM 


Requires Permission of State 
to Carry On Activities 
There, ‘s Ruling. 


KANSAS NEED NOT REPLY 


(By the Associated Press.) 

The Ku Klux Klan yesterday lost in 
the Supreme Court its claim of the 
right to carry on activities in any State 
without obtaining permission from the 
State. 

The question reached the court from 
Kansas in an appeal by the Georgia 
Klan Corporation, which sought to 
conduct its activities there without ob- 
taining permission as required by the 
Kansas law relating to corporations 
organized in other States. 

Intensive questioning of John S65. 
Dean, counsel for the klan, by the 
members of the court during his argu- 
ment was followed by Chief Justice 
Taft’s announcement that the counsel 
for the State would not have to be 
heard, as the court was without juris- 
diction in the case. An order giving 
effect to the court’s decision to dis- 
miss the appeal will shortly be an- 
nounced, probably Monday. 

In opening his argument Dean em- 
phasized the importance of the contro- 
versy from the viewpoint of the Ku 
Klux Klan and declared that it wanted 
to contest the right of any State to ex- 
clude it as a foreign corporation. He 
asserted that every citizen and corpora- 
tion of the United States had that 
right under the Federal Constitution. 
Members of the court declined to agree 
with him and expressed their views to 
the contrary. These were summarized 
by Justice McReynolds, who demanded 
that Dean state the grounds for claim- 
ing such a right. He replied that every 
corporation, including the klan, was 
guaranteed by the Federal Constitution 
rights of free speech, a free press and 
to conduct propaganda. Chief Justice 
Taft then interjected that no corpora- 
tion had the right to go into a State‘ 
without its permission unless engaged 
in interstate commerce. Dean, how- 
ever, contended that the Klan was en- 
gaged in such commerce.

PARTY LINES TOPPLE 
IN FIGHT FOR BOATS 


Reduced Appropriation Forces 
Necessity of New Confer- 
ence With Senate. 


The wish of President Coolidge that 
three of the eight cruisers provided for 
in the 1924 building program be al- 
lowed to die of financial inanition 
failed yesterday to meet with the ap- 
proval of the House of Representatives. 

The lower branch of Congress, which 
previously had voted to “stand by the 
President,” voted early last night by 
208 to 172 to “stand by the national 
defense.”’ In instructing its con- 
ferees to recede and concur in the 
Senate amendment, the proponents of 
crulser construction reduced the ap- 
propriation from $1,250,000 to $450,000 
and forced the necessity of another 
conference between the two Houses. 

The situation in the House yesterday 
almost was identical with the one that 
presented itself a few weeks ago when 
by @ narrow margin of two votes the 
cruisers were voted down. Speaker 
Nicholas Longworth, Representative 
John Q. Tilson, majority floor leader, 
and Representative Bertrand H. Snell, 
majority whip, once more led the op- 
position against the President. 

The Speaker of the House, chained 
by custom to the dais overlooking his 
colleagues, deserted his post to take 
the floor and speak in favor of cruiser 
construction. This time his plea was 
heard and answered affirmatively. 


Pleads in Vain. 


| Representative Theodore E. Burton, 
|of Ohio, again took the floor to pit 
his voice and influence against any- 
thing that he considered might be 
interpreted by the other nations of the 
world as a “warlike” step on the part 
of the United States. The House, which 
he won on the previous occasion, was 
colder to him yesterday. 

Representative Martin B. Madden, of 
Illinois, was the only ranking Repub- 
lican other than the members of the 
naval appropriations subcommittee to 
| Champion the President’s position. 

The:-roll call vote, which was on 
the Tilson amendment offered yester- 
day by Representative Thomas S. But- 
ler, found an equal number of Demo- 
crats and Republicans voting to put 
the three cruisers back in the bill. 
Representative Finis J. Garrett, Demo- 
cratic floor leader, abandoned yester- 
day the political harpoon which he 
had cast previously. He urged his 
followers with earnest conviction to 
back the national defense of the na- 
tion. 

As a result 104 Democrats joined 
with an equal number of Republicans 
in the affirmative vote for the Butler- 
Tilson amendment and only 51 Demo- 
crats were numbered in the 172 who 
voted to deny the cruisers and sustain 
the President and the director of the 
budget. 

The entry of the Speaker into the 
debate was undoubtedly the most 
dfamatic moment of the afternoon, 
when he reminded the House that the 
burden of national defense rested with 
it and that in justice to other nations 
this country had gone far enough. 

“It is unusual,” said Speaker Long- 
worth, “for the Speaker to take part 
in debate. I am glad nobody minds it 
much. I would not do so unless I be- 
lieved deep in my heart. that this 
matter was of vital importance. It is: 
not a grateful task for me to oppose 
any item brought in by the naval sub- 
committee on appropriations. 


Responsible to People. 


“The only fault I have to find is that 
it follows without change the budget. 
I am unable to perceive any strong 
reason why the committee should have 
gone beyond the budget for the army 
and have stood by it for the navy. The 
bureau of the budget is not responsible 
to the people of the United States. We 
are—particularly so in matters of the 
national defense. 

“I recall when I was first elected ta 
Congress in 1902 when the so-called 
Venezuela incident arose. The Emperor 
of Germany had refused to arbitrate . 
certain claims and had sent down & 
fleet. There was no doubt in’ most 
people’s minds that he intended to 
establish a naval base at Panama. 
President Roosevelt told the German 
Ambassador in no uncertain terms 
that he would send Admiral Dewey 
and the fleet unless the matter was 
subjected to arbitration. 

“The German fleet left and the ut 
ter was arbitrated. Not a shot was 
fired. By virtue of a strong navy peace 
was preserved. 

“If we are morally bound to oiher 
nations, as some assert, not to go above 
the ratio agreed on at the disarmament 
conference, we are equally morally 
bound to the American people not to 
go Below. The real question is are we 
going to have ships that sail. the sea iat 
or ships that live as blue prints. i

Van Winkle Measure Believed 
Too Late for Enactment 
by Senate. 


ACTION IS POSTPONED 
ON FREE TEXTBOOKS 


«rs: | Would Mean an Additional 


$240,000; Acquisition of Pat- 
terson Tract Authorized. 


The Senate District committee yes- 
terday ordered favorably reported a bill 
providing for the removal of the In- 
dustrial Home in the vicinity of the 
Naval Observatory, and approximately 
fifteen other local measures. The com- 
mittee thus virtually cleared its calen- 
dar, although it is not considered that 


several of the measures, including that 
to increase Lieut. Mina C. Van Winkle’s 
rank and her policewoman’s force, have 
any chance of passage at this late date. 

The Industrial Home measure already 
has been passed by the House. It au- 
thorizes the District and Navy Depart- 
ment to swap their overlapping proper- 
ties near the Naval Observatory and 
that the intact parcel which accrues to 
the District may either be sold or used 
for park purposes. In either event the 
removal of the Industrial Home must 
result. 

Other measures favorably acted upon 
were to increase the registration fee of 
dentists from $1 to $2, to increase the 
registration fee of nurses from §5 to 
$15, to authorize the extension of a 
pipe line from the Willard hotel to 
Child’s restaurant, authorizing the 
commissioners to open and close streets 
to carry out the highway plan, reliev- 
ing members of the board of educa- 
tion for any “legal” act of the board, 
exempting salary limitations on gov- 
ernment employes in order that spe- 
Clalists may be employed as teachers 
in the District night school. 


Deeds Building Favored. 


Authorizing the acquisition of a site 
and erection of a new recorder of deeds 
building at a total cost not to exceed 
$850,000, authorizing the commission- 
ers to extend certain specified streets 
through government property, author- 
izing the acquisition of the Patterson 
tract, placing members of the park po- 
lice force on a parity with members of 
the metropolitan force in the matter 
of salaries and perquisites, and pro- 
hibiting the erection of heating plant 
at the McKinley Junior High school at 
Second and R streets northeast, and 
permitting nonsecret organizations in- 
corporated in the District to hold meet- 
ings outside. 

The committee, with Senators Cap- 
per, Sackett, Copeland, Glass and Gould 
in attendance, decided to withhold ac- 
tion on the bill to provide free text- 
books for high school students. Henry 
E. Gilligan, member of the Board of 
Education, appeared in behalf of this 
measure and the other school bills, as 
did Stephen E. Kramer, assistant super- 
intendent. The free textbook bill would 
mean an additional school load of $240,- 
000 at the outset, however, and the 
committee was not prepared to pass 
upon it at the time. 

Senator Glass, of Virginia, having giv- 
en notice that he would insist on some 
action on the Van Winkle bill, insisted 
upon it in the absence of Senator King, 
of Utah. The Utah senator has given 
notice that it will pass over his “dead 
body.”- At this stage of this session he 
will have no trouble in defeating it. 


Would Restrict Action, 


As now modified, however, the bill 
would restrict the activities of Mrs. Van 
Winkle's force rather than extend them. 
It would establish her organization in 
law as a police force, having the same 
jurisdiction over women offenders 
which policemen have over offenders. 
No arrests could be made unless an 
actual law violation had been com- 
mitted, the bill reading that the police- 
woman’s force would function “subject 
to the laws and regulations of the Dis- 
trict of Columbia.” 

At present Mrs. Van Winkle makes ar- 
rests in anticipation of law violations. 
The bill, however, would increase her 
force to 64 privates, as well as to in- 
crease her rank and that of her assist- 
ant. 

The bill provides specifically that she 
shall be subordinate to the superin- 
tendent of police.

Mrs. Louise Garzia, 73 years old, 20

When she failed to re- 
vive, another examination resulted in 
the discovery she had a fractured skull.

"TRISTAN AND OLDE” | 


Loss Seen if the Performance

WILL QUIT AFTER WEEK 


The Metropolitan Opera company of 
New York has drawn first blood in the 
grand opera war which has had social 
and musical circles of the National 
Capital agog since early in the season. 

With announcement of the intention 
of the New York company to visit 


Washington in April for the first time 
in eighteen years and the second time 
in its history, little more than a week 
old, the Washington Opera company has 
canceled the performance of “Tristan 
and Isolde,” with which it had planned 
to bring its season to a close. 

Instead of ending with the perform- 
ance of “Tristan and Isolde,” after Lent, 
the Washington company’s season will 
end a week from tomorrow night with 
the performance of “Rigoletto,” sung by 
an all-American cast starring Luella 
Melius, John Charles Thomas, Ralph 
Errolle, Sigurd Nilssen and other Ameri- 
can artists. 

Admission that the “Rigoletto” per- 
formance will be the last of the com- 
pany’s season was made last night by 
Edouard Albion, founder and general 
director of the company. But coupled 
with his admission was a declaration 
that the cancellation of “Tristan” was 
merely by way of “clearing the decks 
for action.” Plans are under way. for 
an enlargement of the scope of the

The Shantung troops are pouring into 
Shangha!i to go south to meet the Can- 
tonese enemy, almost at Shanghai's 
gates. Three thousand arrived today 
from Nanking and 5,000 are expected 
daily for the next few days to build up 
the resisting force against an advanc- 
ing army said to number 50,000. 

The Cantonese are nearing Sung- 
kiang by rail and water from Hang- 
chow. Deserters from Sun's beaten 
army were halted in their flight toward 
Shanghai by the arriving Shantung 
troops. A clash took place tonight at 
Lunghua, 6 miles from this city, the 
Shantungese disarming the fleeing men 
of Sun. 

While Japanese and American volun- 
teers remained on duty all night to 
guard their concessions against inva- 
sion, the lights of some 30 foreign war- 
ships burned steadily as the men-of- 
war rode at anchor in the Whangpoo 
river before the city. More than 10,000 
foreign soldiers were in the city ready 
for the call. 


Executions Stop Strike: 
Shanghai's political strike of 110.000 
workers was about ended tonight, 
brought to a close by the decapitation 


of more than 100 agitators. They were 
executed by soldiers of Marshal Sun 


Chuan-Fang, whose heavy swords vere! 


used to stop the spread of propaganda 
by nationalist government agents. 

Beheadings and shootings, which the 
proclamation of Li Pao-Chang, Sun's 
defense commissioner, admits were by 
his orders, without question and with- 
out trial, probably totaled within five 
days at least 100. Half of these were 
done in public, wherever the victims 
were found, but it is beMeved that at 
east 50 Chinese were executed in 
prisons and within military enclosures. 

Agents of the commissioner were 
known to have penetrated the French 
concession and kidnaped some 30 na- 
tionalist agitators. A few kidnapings 
were reported to have taken place in 
the international settlement, but these 
were not confirmed. The Chinese kid- 
naped from foreign territory were car- 
ried off to military headquarters, and 
whether they were executed was not 
known.

TWO LEAP FROM SHIP; 
SWIM THROUGH FIRE 


Captain and Mate of Tanker 
Survive a Spectacular 


Blaze at Camden. 


Camden, N. J., Feb. 24 (By A. P.).— 
The captain and mate of the oil tanker 
Socony leapeg_into a virtual “sea of 
fire” caused by blazing oil on the sur- 
face of the Cooper river here early to- 
day and swam 50 feet to safety, un- 
injured. 

Chris Christiansen, the captain, and 
Ole Johnson are the survivors of the 
harrowing experience. The other mem- 
bers of the crew were ashore. 

The fire, one of the most extraordl- 
nary ever witnessed here, started on a 
lumber bafge, and within a few min- 
utes had spread over several hundred 
square feet of the river’s oily surface. 
Capt. Christiansen said he awoke and 
found that the stern lines of his ship 
had been burned and the vessel car- 
ried by the tide to a point midway 
between two piers. 

“The ship was surroundéd by flames 
and there was danger of an explosion.

100 ARRESTED BY CHILE. |g 
IN DRIVE ON COMMUNISM 


Members of Parliament Are 
Seized With Others by 
Premier Ibanez. 


RED FLAG IS FORBIDDEN 


Santiago, Chile, Feb. 24 (By A. P.).— 
Premier Ibanez, declaring war to a 
finish on communism in Chile, has is- 
sued a statement to the press saying: 
“Those who have had the audacity to 
replace our flag by the red flag of 
bolshevism can not be permitted to con- 
trol the government.” 

He emphasizes that the government 
will spare no efforts in dealing with 
such persons. This is borne out by 
the arrest of more than 100 ‘alleged agi- 
tators, among them a number of com- 
munist deputies. 

“Workers who retain their patriot- 
ism,”” the premier says, “need not be 
alarmed; the government will protect 
their rights and the freedom of labor. 
Public opinion should have faith and 
confidence in the government. From 
now on communism and anarchy will 
not be tolerated in Chile. The govern- 
ment has decided to abandon the con- 
cillatory attitude it assumed hereto- 
fore, and will exercise its power to 
the very limit in order to stamp out 
bolshevism once for all.” 

In pursuance of this determination, 
the premier has issuéd a decree to the 
governors of the provinces giving them 
extraordinary powers for the mainte- 
nance of public order. 

The present situation im China Is an 
outgrowth of agitation on the part of 
communists and certain other interests. 
The government assumed a more or less 
passive attitude until Tuesday when 
arrests were* made and a number of 
persons were ordered deported. 

Manuel ,Rivas Vicuna, who headed 


the last cabinet, is among those order- | 


ed to leave the country. Rafael Gumu- 
cio, director of Diaric Ilustrado was 
arrested, charged with having toured 
the country speaking against the gov- 
ernment.

Hoover Tells Station Owners 
They May Continue to 
Operate 60 Days. 


By ROBERT D. HEINL. 

With the number of candidates for 
the new national radio commission 
soaring toward the 1,000 mark, one men- 
tioned yesterday from the fourth zone 
was thought to have more than an even 
chance of making the grade. It is Jo- 
seph B. Kyle, president of the Mid-City 
Bank, of Gary, Ind., who ts said to have 
the backing, not only of Senator James 
E. Watson, of Indiana, but also of Sena- 
tor Robinson and Representative Will 
Wood, of that State. Senator Watson 
ls the chairman of the interstate com- 
merce committee, to which the Presi- 
dent’s radio nominations will be re- 
ferred. Mr. Kyle is the Republican 
chairman of Lake county, which is 
credited with having saved Mr. Wat- 
son from defeat in the last campaign. 
He is 37 years old and a graduate of 
Valparaiso university. 

Sam Pickard, in charge of the racio 
division of the Department of Agri- 
culture, whose home is at Manhattan, 
Kans., is a candidate from that dis- 
trict showing strength, with the back- 
ing of Senators Capper and Curtis, of 
Kansas, and was brought here by Sec- 
retary Jardine, who also hails from Man- 
hattan. 

Another spirited contest indicated, 
but of a slightly different character, is 
a fight in the Senate to be led by Sena- 
tor Dill if the name of John F. Dillon, 
radio supervisor of San Francisco, and 
prominently mentioned candidate from 
the Fifth zone. is proposed. Dillon isa 
Republican and this is the home zone 
of Senator Dill, coauthor of the radio 
bill which has just become a law. How- 
ever, Senator Dill’s opposition to Dillon 
is rather that he is in effect a Hoover 
man, being now in the government 
service under Mr. Hoover. Senator Dill 
made a fight for commission rather 
than Hoover control of radio, and al- 
though he ts declared to have no candi- 
date of his own, is said to be in no 
frame of mind to accept Dillon as part 
of the present Hoover organization. 


Hoover Advises Patience. 


By way of allaying apprehension of 
Station owners whose licenses were 
automatically canceled when the Presi- 
dent signed the radio bill, Secretary 
Hoover last night advised them that 
they may continue to operate their 
stations for a period of 60 days without 
incurring the penalties provided in the 
act for unlicensed operation. 

“Every station owner who desires to 
operate after the 60-day period must 
apply to the commission for a new li- 
cense,.”” he added, “and should do so 
within the 60 days. 

“This new act makes a fundamental 
change in .the whole radio system. 
Every license for radio transmission nou 
outstanding is automatically termi- 
nated. This applies to the whole 18,119 
stations—broadcasting, amateur, trans- 
oceanic and all others. No new licenses 
can be issued. and no action can be 


taken upon applications now pending 


until the commission is formed. 


“The completion of the radio legisla- | 


tion makes it possible to eventually 
clear up the chaos of interference ana 
howls in radio reception. The new com- 
mission which is to determine who shall 
have licenses to broadcast, at what 
times and with what power, will no 
coubt require some months to make re- 
arrangements of broadcasting stations 
which will be necessary. It will require 
some patience on the part of listeners 
while the commission works out the 
problem.”

He saw the hulk of the 
City of Richmond bearing down and 
rushed across the room before the ves- 
sels crashed. His cabin door was 
jammed shut, but the panels were 
knocked out and a ship’s officer pulled 
| him free. 

_ A woman’s screams, which continued 
for five minutes, were heard by George 

Stieff, of Baltimore. He ran on deck 
'to find the ships “jammed in a knot 
| together.” 

Passengers praised the cool-headed- 
| ness of Capt. H. E. Welling, of the City 
of Richmond, in ordering his ship held 
firmly in the breach which had been 
| cut in the side of the City of Annap- 
|Olis. This, it was believed, prevented 
_the stricken liner sinking immediately 
and enabled passengers from the City 
of Annapolis to scramble directly onto 
the deck of the City of Richmond. 
Statements of both Capt. Welling and 
Capt. G. C. Clayton, of the City of 
Annapolis, made when they reached 
Baltimore, were substantially alike. 
Both said the other had appeared sud- 
denly from the dense fog. Both had 
sirens sounding and both attempted to 
reverse their engines, but it was too 
late.

|came to on reaching the scene of the 
accident, but there was little or nothing 

she could do, the passengers having 

been transferred to the City of Rich- 
| mond. 

As the District of Columbia hove to, 
many of the passengers aboard her 
awakened with a start and with news 
that another ship was stinking rushed 
to the deck. The City of Richmond 
was playing her searchlight on the 
City of Annapolis and two other 
| boats, both of them small, were stand- 


| ing by. 

There was a gaping hole in the 
side of the sinking ship and the City 
of Richmond’s bow was badly stove in. 

Everything was obscured by a heavy 

fog and it is thought that the col- 
iUsion was a result of this. The Dis- 
| trict of Columbia felt her way out of 
the Potomac and down the bay, her 
foghorn sounding at frequent inter- 
vals. 

C. M. Mark, secretary of the Newport 
News Chamber of Commerce, one of 
the passengers on the Washington boat, 
said that when the District of Colum- 
bia reached the scene all the passen- 
gers and crew had been taken from the 
sinking ship, according to reports made 
to the master of the steamer on which 
he was a passenger. Women and chil- 
dren left the ship first and the trans- 
fer was made without disorder, this 
despite the difficulty’ of transferring 
the passengers under cover of darkness 
and fog.

London, Feb. 24 (By A. P.).—Great 
Britain’s stern protest to Russia was 
forwarded to Moscow this morning 


by M. Rosengolz, soviet representa- 
tive in London. The British gov- 
ernment has threatened to break off 
relations with the Union of Soviet So- 
cialist Republics if Russia does not 
cease permitting the spreads of yy caf 
ganda and deununciations against th 
British empire. 

The foreign office does not expect 
Russia to reply for a week or more, and 
among officials there is a feeling of 
futility with regard to any immediate 
definite results. The general feeling is 
that the government acted properly in 
administering a grave warning, so that 
if a break comes the soviet government 
can not say it was not warned. 

Ramsay MacDonald, the former la- 
bor premier, in a statement today, said: 
“The real question is whether this is a 
first step for eliminating grievances or 
toward breaking off diplomatic rela- 
tions. If the latter, I solemnly warn 
the government that it is only going to 
lead to great difficulties and to increase 
the liberty which mischief makers now 
have to damage Great Britain in every 
part of the world.”

Bad insulation and air circulation 
within and through the walls was 
found to be the cause. Filling in the 
cracks with a form of insulating plas-. 
ter was the remedy. : 

Whenever there was a cold corner he 
looked for and closed all visible cracks 
around window and door frames and 
through walls. If the evidence indi- 
cated exceptional air circulation be-: 
tween ceilings and floors, or through 
walls or within walls, he proceeded to 
fill in the space, or to break its con- 
tinuity by pouring in expanded plaster 
of paris in liquid form. -He cut holes 
in the inside walls near the cold areas, 
or in the floor, mixed the plaster with 
water at some nearby point, and poured 
it into the wall or floor. If much was 
required a portion would be poured and 
allowed to set, and then another i» 
would be poured. Finally the hole was 
closed and papered or plastered over. He 
tinkered away at it himself in hig lei- 
sure moments, with the result that his 
house became comfortable everywhere 
in winter and his fuel bill was cut 
markedly. 

Mr. Lewis uses this experience as a 
text for an article on heat losses in 
houses. The heat loss through the 
walls of a well-built frame house will 
be reduced nearly 50 per cént if the 
walls are insulated with some expanded 
insulation material. The saving in the 
cost of installing radiation will nearly 
pay the cost of insulation. The yearly 
saving on the bill will soon pay off 
what excess in building cost was not 
wiped out by saving in the purchase of 
radiators. 

The cost of heat losses through ma- 
sonry walls is also large. Air passes 
readily through brick, stone, and mor- 
tar, even when it is new. After it has: 
expanded and contracted through sev- 
eral years there are always some visi- 
ble cracks and millions of invisible 
ones through which heat flows out all 
winter long.

Southern Railway Gains. 


During 1926 Southern railway moved

He has been conducting 
research work at the Pasteur Institute 
in Paris in connection with his duties 
in the U. 8. hygienic laboratory.

07,000,000 FOR DISTRICT 
AGREED ON BY GONFEREES 


No Allowance Made for Any of 
the 74 Teachers Sought 
by Ballou. 


THREE SCHOOLS IGNORED 


Final agreement was reached by the 
conferees yesterday on the District ap- 
propriation bill now carrying close to 


$37,000,000. None of the 74 additional 
teachers, sought by Dr. Frank W. Bal- 
lou, superintendent of schools, is al- 
lowed, while Senate appropriations for 
the Harrison, Crummell and Park View 
schools also were eliminated. 

The matter of acquriing the Pat- 
terson tract at a cost not to exceed 
$600,000, was put up to the National 
Capital park and planning commission, 
the conferees eliminating the Senate 
item for it, and instead giving the com- 
mission $300,000 in addition to its reg- 
ular $600,000, which it can use toward 
acquisition of the tract if it wants to. 
Lieut. Col. U. 8. Grant 3d, director of 
public buildings and grounds, said 
later that he did not know what would 
be the attitude of the commission. 

With the exception of three projects, 
the conferees restored all of the street 
paving and improvement projects that 
were carried in either the House or 
Senate bill. The three exceptions were 
Connecticut avenue, Calvert street to 
Cathedral avenue; Ogden street, Four- 
teenth street to Spring place, and S 
street, Thirty-fifth to thirty-sixth 
streets. 

The conferees agreed to the provision 
for widening Connecticut avenue be- 
tween Dupont circle and Florida ave- 
nue, but decided to wait until next 
year to widen the avenue from the 
circle to Eighteenth street. 

A compromise figure of $100,000 was 
struck for the development of Meridian 
Hill park. The House had provided 
$23,000, and the Senate increased this 
to $165,000. 

The conferees accepted the provisions 
inserted by the Senate providing for 
the publication of delinquent tax lists 
in the newspapers instead of the print- 
ed book method now in use, and also 
the item designed to effect a reorgani- 
zation in the corporation counsel's 
office. 

In this latter item the salary of the 
corporation counsel is increased to 
$7,500 a year with the understanding 
that a new counsel be appointed. 
Corporation Counsel Frank H. Stephens 
is to be given a subordinate position 
paying approximately $5,400 a year as 
compared with the $6,000 which he now 
receives. 

Elimination of all provisions concern- 
ing the 74 additional teachers sought 
by Dr. Ballou was the result of the 
refusal of the House conferees to ac- 
cept the Senate amendment of $60,- 
500 for 37 of the teachers. 

The conferees also accepted the Sen- 
ate item of $42,800 for the laying of a 
water main in Alabama avenue south- 
east, from Branch avenue to the Dis- 
trict line.

JURY IN BUSCH CASE. ¢ 
MAY REGEIVE FATE 
OF FOUR LATE TODAY 


Final Arguments Started on 
Death of Policeman in 
Gun Battle. 


JUSTICE BOTH TO LIVING 
AND DEAD, O’LEARY SAYS 


Extreme Penalty Is Asked for 
Eagles as Man Firing 
the First Shot. 


Final arguments to the jury-——the 
last act in the Patrolman Leo W. KEK. 
Busch murder trial—were begun yes- 
terday in criminal court, No. 2. The 
curtain will lower on the seven-week 
life drama probably late today, when 
the fate of the four men will be placed 


in the hands of the jury. 

Nicholas Lee Eagles, John Cline Proc- 
tor, Samuel Moreno and John Falls 
McCabe are the accused, alleged particl- 
pators in the Grant circle gun battle 
last September 26. Patrolmen Busch 
and Frank L. Ach were wounded in the 
fray. After a valiant two-day battle 
for life in Garfield hospital, Busch 
succumbed to his wounds. 

Standing before a jury in final ap- 
peal for the first time in his life, Martin 
O’Donoghue, defender of Moreno, open- 
ed the defense appeals. For 55 minutes 
the youthful lawyer held the crowded 
courtroom and jury spellbound with 
the flow of eloquent oratory and ac- 
quitted himself in the manner of @ 
veteran criminal attorney. 

James J. O'Leary, shrewd representa- 
tive of the government, preceded the 
Italian’s defender. For two hours the 
government's attorney cited the law in 
the case, applying them to the law 
governing the two degrees of murder 
and manslaughter. The death penalty 
was asked for Eagles, described by 
O'Leary as “the snaky, slimy individual,” 
who fired the first shot in the fray. 


Same Asked for Proctor. 


The same penalty was asked for 
Proctor, “just a kid, a youngster, @ 
mere boy,” who passed the word, “let’s 
shoot our way out” and incited the 
fray. Moreno, the government con- 
tended, could be found guilty of either 


degrees of murder or manslaughter, 
while McCabe's participation in the 
battle was classed as doubtful. 

“The government wishes to give jJus- 
tice to the living and justice to the 
dead,” O'Leary declared. “The utmost 
charitable verdict in this case, with the 
exception of McCabe, is a second degree 
verdict to the other three.’ 

After explaining that he was proudly 
nervous in his debut before a jury, 
O'Donoghue stressed the sincerity of 
the Italian’s story of the fray. “If ever 
in my lifetime I possessed the desire for 
sincere speech, if ever my tongue could 
fashion the thoughts that arise within 
me, I hope and pray that God will give 
me that power of expression now,” the 
young Irishman pleaded. 

He contended that Moreno fired in 
self-defense; “the passion of the Latin 
race flowing through this boy’s veins 
incited him to that,’ and paid particu- 
lar stress to the testimony that Ach 
fired five times at Moreno to two from 
the Italian, tending to show that the 
policeman first discharged his weapon. 
His pleas intermingled with his elo- 
quence dwelt for a time on a manh- 
slaughter verdict, and at other times 
on acquittal. 


Doubt 


James B. Archer, veteran criminal at- 
torney defending Proctor, followed 
O’Donoghue. Archer dwelt mainly on 
seasonable doubt. He asked the jury 
to disregard, as he did, the damning 
testimony of Eagles and Moreno, and 
to accept the story of his client, to be 
weighed with that of testimony of gov- 
ernment witnesses. He recited Proctor’s 
story to the jury, that he was wounded 
by the first shot fired in the fray, and 
from “then on he was out of the pic- 
ture.”’ 

“If McCabe and Proctor had guns, 
they ought to be hanged for not shoot- 
ing the other two when they were rob- 
bing that woman (Mrs. Martin Reed) 
on the road to Baltimore.” Both de- 
fense attorneys declared their clients 
must not be judged by the admission 
of their guilt in connection with the 
holdups in Maryland and Virginia, but 
be judged solely for the murder charge. 
Archer contended that each was re- 
sponsible for his own actions in the 
fray and that there was no prearrange- 
ment to shoot the policemen. Court 
adjourned before he ended his appeal. 

Justice William Hitz at the outset of 
proceedings ruled in favor of the pray- 
ers submitted to him the day before, 
Archer will complete his appeal today. 
Louls Tannenbaum, counsel for Eagles; 
James A. O’Shea, McCabe's attorney, 
and George D. Horning, jr., youthful 
government prosecutor, will address the 
jury today in the order named. Eagles’ 
defense is s¢lf-defense, the same ag 
Moreno’s, while McCabe’s counsel are 
standing for complete exoneration. 


Wife Seeks Divorce 
Over “Other Woman” 


Charging cruelty and desertion, Mrs. 
Byrdie L. Tharpe yesterday sued Clar- 
ence E. Tharpe for a limited divorce 
and alimony. Through Attorney Etta 
L. Taggart, Mrs. Tharpe alleged that 
her husband “wastes his time and 
money on another woman” and has 
repeatedly remained away from home 
all night. 

The suit, which was filed in the Dis- 
trict Supreme court, quoted Tharpe as 
telling Mrs. Tharpe that “he hated her 
and wanted a divorce from her.” They 
were married in Berryville, Va., Janu- 
ary 16, 1924. The wife asks custody of 
their child.
